4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant's 
amended claim 1 is not directed specifically to the embodiment shown in Figs. 5A and 
5B, and the prior art as such does not disclose the type of speed bump claimed, which 
has a means for pivotally interconnecting a plurality of speed bump cells, such that each 
of the plurality of speed bump cells abuts a speed bump cell adjacent thereto thereby 
creating a longitudinal axis of the speed bump unit, and wherein the means for pivotally 
interconnecting is located between two adjacent speed bump cells and extends in a 
direction transverse to the longitudinal axis of the portable speed bump unit. .
